OLD INSCRIPTIONS. 


Ancient 
Rural 
Burying 
Ground* 


Possess Much Historical Value. 


Much that was deeply interesting 
egarding old New England burying 
rounds, tombstones and their in- 
criptions and the peculiar ideas of 
theology which these expressed was 
rought out at a stated meeting of 
he New England Historic Genealog- 
cal society, held Wednesday after- 
noon in Marshall P.-Wilder hall at 18 
Somerset street, Boston. Hon. James 
•hinney Baxter of Portland presided. 
\, business session was first held, at 
which several new members were ad- 
mitted to the society. 


The address of the afternoon was 


delivered 
by Dr. Francis 
Henry 


Brown of this city on "The Historic 
Value of Our Rural Burial Grounds." 
"The theology of 200 years ago," said 
Dr. Brown, "is one of the most inter- 
esting as well as instructive pieces 
of information handed down to us by 
these ancient 
tombstones. 
These 


show by unmistakable tokens that the 
people of that time believed in some 
'uture period and that possibly ages 
hence there would be something like 
a resurrection of the body, the con- 
stituent parts of which were to be 
drawn from the earth, air and water. 
This appearance, they believed, was 
to take physical and not spiritual 
form. 
When, this should come to 


pass each one would be passed upon 
by a tribunal 
and judged by his 


actions." 


TO prove this the speaker cited a 


number of epitaphs and showed how 
the theory was later modified. The 
earliest burying places 
were 
the 


farms- of the inhabitants, before th* 
establishment of public places of 
burial. 
The earliest gravestones of 


the rural communities were brought 
over from England and 
engraved 


here. "Dr. Browm asked the coopera- 
tion of the club and of its epitaph 
committee in obtaining and preserv- 
ing the inscriptions: in the country 
burial grounds of New England. 


Charles S. Ensign also spoke. "Our 


intention," he said, "is to have these 
Inscriptions, not only from Massachu- 
setts, but also from every cemetery 
in New England. We have blanks for 
this purpose, and we ask all who 
may be> spending the sumlmer in our 
small towns to aid u& in the work. 
There is a feeling all through our 
communities that 
these 
ancestral 


records should be preserved.' 


Other speakers were Hon. Joseph 


B. Walker of Concord, N. H., and 
Rev. William Copley Winslow, D. D., 
of Boston. All were in favor of con- 
tinuing the work of collecting church- 
yard, burial ground and cemetery in- 
criptions.

Gold In Meteorite*. 
, 


At a meeting of the Royal Society of 


New South Wales, ilr. Liverst exhibit- 
ed microscopic particles of a yellow 
malleable metal insoluble in nitric acid 
presenting all the appearance of gold 
taken from Australian and European 
siderites. This suggests an inference 
of great interest, that the great quan- 
tity of meteoric dust is depositing gold 
on land and sea, the dust probably 
amounting each year to many thou- 
sand tons.

defeats in certain states. 


It Is pointed out that the defeats in 


South Dakota, Wivfelngton and Oregon 
were partial victories, as compared 
with former detente of similar amend- 
ments in tbe saaie states. In Wash- 
ington in tbe amendment campaign of 
1S&> tlie advene majority was 19,386; 
iii 1S9S It dropped to 9.882. In South 
Dakota In 1890 woman suffrage was 
defeated by a nij^lority of 23,610; in 
1898 this majority was reduced to 3585. 
The majority agaii.st woman suffrage 
in 18S4 was 1G.053; In 1900 the adverse 
majority v.-as only 2,033. ' 


In 1S93 fall suffrage was granted to 


women in Kew Zealand and school suf- 
frage was granted in Connecticut 
In 


1894 school suffrage was granted in 
Ohio, a limited municipal suffrage in 
Iowa, a parish and district c.nffrage in 
England to. women both man-led and 
single. 
In 1S95 full suffrage was 


granted in South Carolina, and in 189C 
full suffrage was accorded in Utah and 
Idaho. In 1898 the women of Ireland 
were given the right to vote fop all offi- 
cers except members of parliament, 
Minnesota gave women the right to 
vote for library trustees, Unaware 
granted taxpaying women the school 
suffrage, France gave women the right 
to vote for jndges of the tribunals of 
commerce and Louisiana gave toxpay- 
ing women the right to vote upon all 
questions submitted to taxpayers. 


In 1900 West Australia granted full 


parliamentary 
suffrage to women, 


while in 1901 Norway granted women 
municipal suffrage. 
In 1902 full na- 


tional suffrage and the right to sit in 
the national parliament were granted 
to all the women of federated Ans- 
tralia. 


On the whole, the friends of female 


suffrage have little reason to be dis- 
couraged over the progress made dur- 
ing the last decade.

Progress of tbe Carnegie Institution. 


Dr. Daniel C. Oilman, president of 


the Carnegie Institution at Washington, 
has prepared a report showing the 
progress made during the year that has 
elapsed since Mr. Carnegie made his 
notable donation for the national uni- 
versity settlement 
In the outset a 


number of advisory committees were 
appointed to act as a preliminary body 
of counselors respecting the needs of 
the various departments of science in 
which they were severally interested* 


Acting upon the advice and sugges 


tiou of these committees various appro- 
priations were made for the coming 
year, including §200,000 for researches, 
$40,000 for publication, $100,000 tot 
a reserve fund and $50,000 for admin 
istrative expenses. 


Two projects relating to natural his- 


tory have received 
encouragement, 


says Dr. Oilman. One of these is the 
marine biological laboratory at Wood's 
IIoll. Another example takes tis from 
the ocean to the desert. The botanists 
will have an opportunity of making in- 
vestigations in respect to the influence 
of dosort environment upon plants. A 
thirst illustration is the generous ap 
propriatioii made by the institution and 
placed undfr competent guidance fot 
the study of the labor movement, tn 
dustrial development, taxation, finance 
and the regulation of corporations and 
also the social legislation of the several 
states, which will be examined with 
reference to its results. From these 
three illustrations some -impression can 
be formed regarding the larger projects 
which have thus far been considered.

A friend writes asking why apples

The air is probably too 


dry and subjects the fruit to a steady 
process oC evaporation. When kept iu 
a cellar, apples should not be exposed 
to the air. They keep well packed in 
moist sand or in nil underground pit, 
just as potatoes are kept. If kept in 
the cellar, cover them with something 
which will prevent the evaporation. 


A Hint to Pnlntcn. 


While oil is the litVblood of paint it 


is also the stamina of varnish, and 
where other mediums arc entered to 
displace it in the proper mixture of 
gums the less durability we have iu 
Iho varnish, although it may show u 
brighter and greater gloss, which is so 
misleading to the common run of var- 
nish intelligence that It is becoming a 
question ot' \ i t a l importance to the 
painters' reputation, says a writer in 
Itailroad IMgost. 


Molasses as a byproduct of the sugar 


factories has always until lately been 
regarded as little better than a nui- 
sance, it is now known that when it is 
properly mixed with other foods it 
makes a most valuable stock ration, es- 
pecially for horses.

Wherever It is possible 
to do thin It should be douo, as nuy 
form of labor on the Sabbath lias a de- 
moralizing Influence on the community 
at large.

In these days of almost universal 


combination of business interests we 
note just t-.vo lines yet left out in the 
cold—tbe fartn and the churrh. Each 
of thtse is jogjriuf: along at the same 
old gait, going it alone iu the old com- 
petitive way while meeting the power 
of combined interests at every poim. 
The farmer today is rocked to sleep as 
a baby in a cradle made by a trust, he 
like enough is rai>-ed 011 a bottle made 
by a trust, he goes TO work later on iu 
a trust* made wamus, overalls, shoes 
and hat, he plows with a trust plow, 
seeds his fields with a trust seeder, 
drags them with a trust drag, culti^ 
vates his corn with a trust cultivator, 
harvests his crop with a trust harvest- 
er, thrashes it with a trust thrasher, 
hauls his crop to market on a trust 
wagon, has his load weighed on a trust 
scales and sells to a representative of 
the grain dealers' trust; he loads up in 
town with a load of trust lumber or 
coal, buys some trust sugar and beef 
and tobacco and goes home to sleep in 
a trust bed. When he dies, he is buried 
in a trust coffin after being treated by 
a trust doctor and laid out by a trust 
undertaker, about the only thing in his 
whole career not controlled by a trust 
being the funeral sermon by the de- 
nominational parson, who alone \rith. 
the deceased still- fights his way 
through life free of any religious trust 
This state of affairs should operate to 
turn the granger's thoughts toward re- 
ligion when he finds that the trusts are 
too many for him. 


LOGGING BEES. 


Fifty years ago all through the 


states of Wisconsin, Indiana and Mich- 
igan the logging bee was a common 
thing. We recall it as we knew it in 
the state of Wisconsin, where settlers 
had located in the big timber. The 
great thing to be desired then was tc 
get rid of the splendid timber with 
which their land was covered in the 
easiest possible manner so that a field 
on which crops might be grown could 
be cleared up. The wood at that time 
had no value whatever either as fuel, 
fencing or for manufacturing purposes. 
This timber was largely hard maple, 
white oak and beech, the growth of 
centuries, many of the larger trees be- 
ing three feet in diameter. The settler 
would cut these trees down and into 
lengths so that they could be moved 
into log piles. When he had a sufficient 
amount felled, the neighbors would 
come to the logging bee, which con- 
sisted of hauling these logs into piles 
and buring them up, a process which, 
though seemingly necessary in those 
early days, seems to us of this day a 
wicked and wanton waste of a most 
valuable product. We have seen a sin- 
gle log heap burning containing timber 
which would sell for hundreds of dol- 
lars today. ,So far as we know there 
are no logging bees going on today. 


MAY CORN. 


We are In receipt of a most seductive 


invitation from a board of trade com- 
mission house to buy May corn, "sure 
to advance," "big profits" and all that. 
We recall but just one time when the 
farmer could have safely bought fu- 
tures on corn and that a few years 
since when a hot wind swept the west- 
ern half of the corn belt just as tbe 
corn was in the tassel, absolutely de- 
stroying its power of fertilization, a 
fact which none save the farmer who 
closely studied the condition of the 
crop got ou to for nearly teri days aft- 
er the damage was done. Had a man 
been wise he then could have bought 
S3 cent corn in unlimited quantities 
which inside of thirty days, when the 
full extent of the damage became gen- 
erally known, Avent up to 03 cents. The 
sensible farmer will let options alone, 
contenting himself with producing the 
best crops and studying the markets 
to determine the best time to sell. 


FARM HELP FOR 1OO3. 


We are asked, "What about hired 


help for the'farm this year?" We see 
nothing to indicate much change from 
the conditions which prevailed last 
year. There is the same general de- 
mand for labor in all business lines 
outside the farm, and there has been 
a general sealing up of wages for this 
class. At even wages the average work- 
er prefers to belong to some union, 
have his hours of work definitely fixed, 
work in company with his fellows 
rather than alone and be where he can 
enjoy more of the social pleasures than 
he can on the farm. This means a con- 
tinued pcarcity of men for farm work, 
at least no lower rate of wage and still 
further search after some method of 
carrying on the farm whereby the need 
for hired help may be done away with. 


HOW ONE MAX LOST HIS HOGS. 
Lightning killed two steers for a 


farmer late last fall. He sold the car- 
casses to a traveling junk peddler, who 
took the hides. In his wagon was a 
freshly skinned horse hide bought of a 
man miles away who happened to have 
an outbreak of hog cholera ou his 
place. Before skinning the steers he 
spread out the horse hide on the ground 
to dry. A hunch of small pigs, getting 
scent of it, came up and commenced to 
nose the horse hide around. Four days 
after the cholera broke out among this 
herd of hogs and made n clean sweep 
of $700 worth of choice hogs. See? 


PICKIKG UP MOXKY.

farms sold hogs during 1902 to the 
value of §1,.r»00 to $2,000. 
Tho past 


year was tho very best one for the hog 
rnlser which wo over know. Thero 
was an entire absence of disease In the 
herds and mi o\tra high price for tho 
hog product all tho year. It Is almost 
like picking up money to raise hogs, 
bo free from cholera and got $7 to $8 
per hundredweight for them on foot 
nnd represents the most profitable 
form of agriculture possible In the eorni 
bolt.

'A man who has been for tweaty-ftrc 


Tears wholly engaged in tbe strenoooi 
We of a member of a board of trade la 
one of our largest cities write* and 
wants some suggestions and advice 
along the line of quitting his board ol 
trade business and buying a good small 
farm and settling down aa an up te 
date progressive farmer. He writes 
that be is fast nearing tbe age when 
he will be turned down and forced 
aside in favor of a younger and more 
rigorous man and would like to be 
somewhere and be doing something 
where gray hair would not bar h<»n 
He says that he is well read on tb* 
technical and scientific side of agricul- 
ture, but that his actual experience b 
limited to garden and poultry work on 
a small scale. The particular thing h« 
is anxious to know is whether it is safe 
to make this radical change of employ- 
ment in a financial way. Yes, if he will 
not carry to tbe farm bis board of trade 
style of living and be content to begin 
in a very moderate way, learning as he 
goes. We see this difficulty—the excite- 
ment, high pressure and intoxication, 
as it may be termed, associated with a 
board of trade life would make for him 
the quiet, peaceful work of tbe farm 
seem inexpressibly dull and monoto- 
nous at times, and it wonld be strange 
indeed if he did not long for tbe flesh- 
pots of Egypt; but possibly tbe certain 
ly improved health and appetite, tbe 
release from the ever present nervous 
strain of city life and the opportunity 
thus afforded to gratify bis love of na- 
ture and natural things would to a 
large extent compensate and tend to 
make him contented. Something also 
depends upon how his wife and family 
look ou this scheme, for a man had bet- 
ter rush up and down the city streets 
till he drops dead than undertake to 
enjoy life in the country with a petu- 
lant, discontented wife in a farm home. 
If it was «ur case, we should let the 
women folks settle this matter. 


CAN HE PAY A HIGHER REKTt 
The writer lives in one of the most 


productive sections of the western 
corn belt, where the usual rental value 
of improved farms has been for many 
years from f2 to $3 per acre on a land 
valuation of about §50 per acre. Dur- 
ing the past three years these lands 
have advanced in value from $50 to 
$73 and $90 per acre, and the owners 
are very naturally demanding higher 
rents—from $3.75 to $5 per acre. Un- 
der the old rent the tenants have done 
fairly well, but they find this in- 
creased demand discouraging, for tbe 
land is no richer and will produce no 
better crops than before. It hits the 
grain raiser and seller the worst, for 
the fact is there is very little left for 
him out of his oat crop at forty-five 
bushels an acre or his coru crop at 
forty bushels when he sells these crops 
and pays such a rent. There is only 
one kind of farming which will permit 
the payment of $5 per acre rent, and 
that is with the cow, the hog and the 
steer as copartners. We believe we 
will put it this way: Before we would 
pay ?5 an acre rent for any man's 
farm we would pull out and buy some 
of the good land which is to be had in 
the newer sections of tbe country at 
from $20 to $30 per,acre and which 
may be had on easy time payments. 
The only class of leases which we fa- 
vor at all are these copartnership ones, 
where the farm is well stocked by the 
owner, the lease made for a term of 
years and an equal division of the 
profits made. The cash rent land- 
lord is apt to be a good deal of a Shy- 
lock and withal ever unwilling to spend 
a dollar for the most needed improve- 
ments on his place, with the very 
proper result that he usually succeeds 
in securing a skin tenant.

The above advertisement appeared 


recently in a newspaper. It is signifi- 
cant in this particular: It shows that 
a demand is arising for men skilled 
in the science of agriculture, tbe kind 
of men who are now being turned 
out by our agricultural colleges. More 
than ever before are men of capital 
looking to the farm scientifically con- 
ducted as a safe and very profitable 
investment for their money. This fact 
should be of more than ordinary in- 
terest to the young men of the coun- 
try who may be debating what em- 
ployment to select as a life work. 
There is a large excess of doctors, law- 
yers, teachers and all other profes- 
sional men being turned out of our 
colleges each year, who find it more 
and more difficult to secure satisfac- 
tory positions. The educated farmer 
has and always will have a large field 
of opportunity opening for him and 
will meet less competition than in any 
other business in life.

One objection to this plan 
Is that with the old stnlks left on the 
Hold the first cutting of hay Is a rough 
old moss.

fact that it is tlie tendency of the i tlion 
mighty river to follow the line of least 
resistance. It is this tendency which 
requires constant combating and, in- 
cidentally, the annual expenditure of 
large sums of money. 


What is especially discouraging is 


the fact that the river continually 
makes cut offs—that is to say, it breaks 
through the narrow necks around 
which it runs in winding curves. When 
this occurs, the whole course of tho 
channel is changed, sometimes in a 
single night, and a circuit of many 
miles is replaced by a straight lino of 
a mile or so, gyeat damage resulting to 
the territory affected. 


To prevent these cut offs the commis- 


sion supplements its revetments, ex- 
tending far out into the river by huge 
dams, and of recent years these revet- 
ments and dams have boon of great 
service in preventing the much dread- 
ed cut offs. 


The commission operates on the theo- 


ry that if the water could all be forced 
to run through strictly defined limits, 
it would carry off its own sediment by 
the power of its own flow and would 
thus "scour out" a channel free of ob- 
structions. It was on the strength of 
this idea mainly that Captain Eads 
built his famous jetties below Xew Or- 
le'ans and' certainly the jetties have 
made a marked improvement in that 
harbor. Rut the theory itself failed in 
demonstration, for the river, instead of 
flowing with increased force between 
tho restrictions, followed its o'ld habit 
and strayed off into other passes of the 
dolta, so that for a number of years 
the channel between the jetties has 
only boon maintained by tho constant 
uso of powerful dredging machines. 
The Mississippi river commission bus 
iad the snmo experience, nnd It, too, has 
had to keep mammoth dredges in oper- 
ation. With their aid, however, marked 
improvement in conditions has been 
tho result. 


The second gront theory, tho outlet 


theory, is tho oxnot opposite of the 
above, It <oper*tos on the belief that 
the proper thing to do Is to withdraw 
all barriers nnd lot tho surplus water 
brought down by tho spring floods pass 
away ns quickly ns possible, the con- 
tention being that It Is absolutely Im- 
possible to keep tho river within 
bounds.
